SIR 

I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Ad- 
jutant General for the year ending December 31, 1891, as fol- 
lows 

The National Guard of Arizona now consists of one regiment 
of Infantry, composed of nine companies, organized into three 
battahons The annual returns for the year show a present 
force of 288 officers and enlisted men This report embraces 
only seven companies and the regimental and two battalion or- 
ganizations Companies A aud C having failed to comply with 
orders issued, Colonel Brodie directed them to turn in their 
arms and equipments. Efforts are now making to re-organize 
both companies upon a firm basis, and I hope to be able to re- 
port success in a short time. The remaining companies аге 
now recruiting and expect to soon have an enrollment of from 
45 to 55 men each 


THE NEW MILITARY CODE. 


Previous to March 19, 1891, Arizona had no Military Code, 
hence the present organization really dates subsequent to that 
time Seven independent companies were organized during 
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the summer and fall of 1890, but the lack of State aid caused 
the members to lose interest and from December, 1890, until 
April 1891, hardly a drill was had Another company known 
as ‘‘H"' had been organized at Yuma, ın January, 1891, but 
pending the action of the Legislature nothing was done towards 
equipping it 

The Code as adopted provides that “The organized mihtia 
shall consist of ten companies, Ж Ж Ж of which the com- 
panies now formed shall form a part * * * Infantry com- 
panies may be organized into battalions of not less than two 
nor more than six companies, and such battalions into regi 
ments of not less than two nor more than three battalions To 
each regiment there shall be one Colonel, one Lieutenant-Col 
onel, three Majors, * Ж Ж who shall be commissioned by 
the Commander-in-Chef Ж Ж Ж Each company duly or- 
ganized under the provisions of this Code shall receive $30 per 
month to defray the experses of maintaining such company, 
said amount payable monthly out of any funds in the Territo- 
rial Treasury not otherwise appropnated The said monthly 
installment to be paid upon the requisition of the commanding 
officer of such company, the same being accompanied by vouch- 
ers approved by the Adjutant General "" 


RE-ORGANIZATION 


General Orders, No 1, the first ever issued to the National 
Guard of Arzona, were promulgated from this office, April 23, 
directing the then existigg companies to be mustered in under 
the new Code This resulted 11 a virtual re-organization, the 
different companies completing their muster by May 30 

This first order wis followed by another promulgating the 
appointment of a Colonel, Lieutenant- Colonel and three Majors, 
subsequent to which the eight companies were organized 
into a regiment, with Colonel Alexander О Brodie, com- 
manding ‘The regiment was divided into three battalions, 
companies A and C composing the first, companies B, E and 
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H composing the second and companies D, F and G composing 
the third The Majors previously commissioned were assigned 
to command of the battalions as follows Major Wm DeWitt 
to the 1st, Major Joseph B Creamer to the 2nd and Major John 
H Martin to the 3rd 

In June another company, designated as Co “I,” was mus- 
tered 1n at Flagstaff and attached to the rst battahon 


NO FUNDS TO WORK WITH. 


-While the Code adopted was a start towards a mihtary or- 
ganization, 1t 1s far from what ıt should be and it 1s but just to 
the Guard to say that the zeal of those 1n the organization has 
more to do with keeping it alive than any aid derived from the 
Territory Excepting the small sum of $30 per month allowed 
each company, not one peuny 1s appropriated for military ex- 
penses No provisions whatever are made for the pay or 
transportation of troops 1f called out, for encampments or 1п- 
spections, for court-martials, for headquarters, regimental or 
battalion office expenses, nor for necessary official trarisporta- 
tion, nor in short for anything The utter inconsistency of the 
law is especially shown in the Article govermpg the Adjutant 
General's office It provides that ‘The Adjutant General shall 
also be ex-officio Quartermaster and Commissary General and 
Chief of Ordnance, that he shall furnish commissions, without 
charge, to all officers, issue and transmit all orders, furnish 
blanks, muster rolls, certificates of election, oaths of office, re- 
turns and copies of the military code, and such other supplies 
as may be authorized by law " Апа yet no money 15 appro- 
priated for all this work and expense 

The lack of funds has greatly hampered the organization in 
its every department Some blanks have been furnished from 
this office, but not what there should have been, as the Adju- 
tant General 15 not a Croesus 

Fifty-two commissions have been issued and nine resigna- 
tions tendered and accepted during the year 
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HELPING OLD SOLDIERS. 


There is now considerable call upon the timè of the Adjutant 
General, by veterans of the civil and Mexican wars, who ask 
for the assistance of this office in securing copies of lost discharg- 
es, etc., in seeking admission to Soldiers’ Homes and in other 
work. While 1t 1s not incumbent upon the Adjutant General to do 
this work, it would certainly not be humane to refuse any pos- 
sible assistance to these aged veterans 

In short the office has now become one of importance, and 
should be recognized accordingly. ‘There is no other State in 
the Union which pays this officer less than $1,000 per annum, 
and from that to $10,000, besides providing an office, pay for 
clerks, etc. An examination of the work of the office will 
show that it is greater than that devolving upon any other Ter- 
ritorial official excepting the Governor and Secretary. 


EQUIPMENT. 


The equipments of the Guard are these obtained from the 
National Government under the law appropriating $400,000 
each year to the National Guard of the different States, and 
are the same as used ın the regular army. On the ist of Janu- 
ary, 1891, there" was to the credit of Arona in the W ar De- 
partment $3,349.26. Under the allotment made by the Secre- 
tary ot War for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1891, Arizona 
was given but $2,000, making a total, available for the year, of 
$5,349 26. Out of this sum companies H and I were equipped 
at a cost of $1,192.64 for the former, and $1,252 28 for the lat- 
ter. In re-organizing all the older companies it was found 
necessary to prpcure some additional clothing and equipments 
to meet the changed requirements. Companies B, E, D and 
F have'also been supplied with white helmets and leggins, and 
the remaining companies will be supplied with them as rapidly 
as possible. 

he total value of all ordnance stores and C. C. and С. Е. 
received from the War Department for the year is $4,261.34, 
leaving a balance to the Territory's credit of $1,087.92. White 
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helmets and leggins for the remaining companies will exhaust 
one-third of this sum. The blouses and trousers of the seven 
oldest companies are all badly worn and should be replaced 
with new ones as rapidly as possible. АП the companies, par- 
ticularly those in the north composing the 1st battalion, should 
be supplied with overcoats, and the companies in the south 
composing the 2nd arid 3rd battalions need canvas duck blous- 
es and trousers for summer wear. Besides these equipments 
the entire Guard should be supplied with canteens, blankets 
and blanket-bags, so as to be at least partially equipped for 
active service. 


WHY ARIZONA NEEDS A GOOD MILITIA. 


No State in the Union so much needs a well organized and 
equipped National Guard as Arizona, and-yet ıt ıs safe to say 
no other State in the Union has so utterly neglected her Na- 
tional Guard. With the most powerful and wealthy tribe of 
Indians on the Continent occupying the north-eastern part of 
the Territory, and the war-like Apaches in the east cen- 
tral portion, it behooves Arizona to make hberal appropria- 
tions for the thorough equipment of her citizen soldiery. If 
sufficient funds were apprepriated to purchase uniforms, and 
provide suitable armories, the allotment from the National 
Government would provide for arms, ammunition for target 
practice and all camp equipage 

Provisions should also be made for an annual, or at least bi- 
ennial, encampment of the Guard. Only those experienced in 
military affairs can appreciate the immense benefit to be de- 
rived from an encampment of State troops, It brings-the vari- 
ous organizations together, places the men in touch with one 
another, gives them instruction in battalion formation and :- 
guard duty. Briefly, it furnishes practical instruction in the 
duties of a soldier. й 

The benefit of battalion formation is shown in the report of 
Major J. H. Martin, commanding the 3rd Battalion. Compa- 
nies D and F, being located at Tucson, have been instructed 1n 
battalion drill, the report showing. drills 12, dress parades 12, |

inspections 1, escort duty 3, a total of 28 formations This 
was in addition to the regular and special drills, parades and 
inspections of the companies, they receiving much good in- 
struction in being thus thrown together. 


WHAT rr WOULD COST. : 


California, our great western neighbor, for the two years 
1889-90, expended $331,810 per annum on her National Guard, 
an average of $55.30 per man per year for her 6,000 troops. 
The little State of Deleware, with an aggregate of 570 men, 
expended an average of $12,700, or $22.28 per man per, annum 
for the four years ending December 31, 1890, and out of this 
sum annual encampments were held. 

An annual expenditure of $30 per man in Arizona would 
provide fairly well for annual encampments of seven days dura- 
tion and all other necessary expenses. “70е first duty of a State 
15 tts own security, and Arizona cannot afford to neglect her secu- 
rity for a paltry few thousand dollars. 


INSPECTION BY A U. S. ARMY OFFICER. 


The interest manifested by the War Department in the Na- 
tional Guard caused Captain George B. Russell, oth Infantry, 
to be detailed to inspect the Territorial encampment. The Secre- 
tary of War was notified that no encampment could be held, 
and application was made to have Capt. Russell instructed to 
inspect the Territorial forces at their respective stations. The re- 
moval of the oth Infantry to the east caused the detail to be 
transferred to Capt. E. J. McClernand, 2nd Cavalry, an officer 
of high standing. His report, which contains much of value, 


is given under “Appendix A” as a part of this report, and I 
would especially commend it to your consideration.

To the INSPECTOR-GENERAL, U. S ARMY, Washington, D C 
Sır; I have the honor to submit the following report of my inspection ofthe 
National Guard of Arizona, made in compliance with Special Orders, No 220, 
‘ current series, from the Headquarters of the Army. 
Agreeably to your letter of instruction, I first reported in writing to the Gov- 
ernor Of the Terntory, informing him of the general nature of my orders, and 
* adding I would report in person, as directed in the order mentioned above, 
whenever he desired. The governor replied, through the adjutant-general, 
by appointing dates for the inspection of the several organizations in different 
' 3 parts ofthe "Territory, and stated І might report in person when I arrived in 
Phoenix to inspect the headquarters and the company located there. 
i In order to carry out these instructions I left my station on the oth and re- 
| „turned on the 26th day of November. 
i 


ORGANIZATION. 


! Under the military code of Arizona (а copy of which is transmitted herewith), 
| approved March 19, 1891, “all able-bodied males, inhabitants of this Territory, 
between the ages of 18 and 45 years, who are citizens of the United States, or 
have declared their intentions of becoming such citizens, shall be liable to 
military duty in the militia of this Territory. 
> “The organized militia shall consist of ten companies organized as infantry, 
cavalry or artillery, as the commander-in-chief shall deem most expedient. 
“The volunteer militia shall be styled the National Guard of Arizona.” 
By virtne of the authority thus cited the following organization exists: 
Commander-tn-Chief, the Governor. 
: Personal staff —Two aids-de-camp, each with the rank of líeutenant-colonel, 
'Two more are yet to be appointed, 
General staff —One adjutant-general, who is ex-officio quartermaster and 
commissary general and chief of ordnance, with the rank of colonel; one sur- 
- geon-general, with the rank of colonel; one judge-advocate.general, with the — 
rank of colonel. 
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Line —One regiment of infautry, consisting of three battalions of three com- 
panies each. _ | * 
' Under the provisions of the code, the regiment may be cómposed of ether 
two or three battalions, while the number of companies in the battalion may 
vary from two to six. To each company of infantry there shall be one captain, 
one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, one first sergeant, one quartermas- 
ter sergeant, four sergeants, six corporals and two musicians The minimum 
enrolled strength of a compatry of infantry 15 fixed at thirty-four, and the max- 
mtm at eighty. Е 

То the regiment now organized there have been assigned oue colonel (Alex- 
ander О. Brodie) and one lieutenant-colonel (Andrew J. Doran) Each bat- 
talion is commanded by a major, and has one adjutant, one quartermaster, and 
one commissary, each with the rank of first lieutenant 

rst Battalion.—Companies А, C, and I, with headquarters at Prescott, Maj 
Wilham DeWitt commanding ` 

2d Baftalion,—Companies B, E, and H, with headquarters at Phæœnix, Мај 
Joseph B Вгеашег commanding 

за Battalion —Companies D, F, and G, with headquarters at Tucson, Maj 
John H. Martin commanding. 


PAY AND ALLOWANCES 


- The code does not provide for the payment of the guard, even when called 
into active service. The members, however, are exempt from jury duty, from 
the payment of poll tax, road tax, and ali head tax while in good standing as 
members of the National Guard, and those who have served 6 years shall be 
thereafter exempted from jury service and the payment of the taxes above men- 
tioned ~ 

Thirty dollars per month 15 allowed each company, ‘‘to-defray the expenses 
of maintaing said company.” 


UNIFORM 


The code directs that the uniform worn shall be the same as that used in the 
regular Army. At present there is no full dress provided, and untiF the guard 
is placed on a firmer footing I do not think it advisable to procure 1t; as the 
undress looks well and soldierly, always excepting blouses made with outside 
pockets Several companies are supplied with canvas leggings and white 
helmets; these are very useful in Arizona, and should be furnished to all com- 
panies, as I understand is intended " 

Many of the officers wear the gold belt Those made of black leather are 
more serviceable, and better adapted for fatigue purposes 7 

None of the companies have overcoats; these should be supplied, beginning 
with the companies in the northern part of the Territory 


ARMS AND EQUIPMENTS 


Forty Springfield nfles, caliber 45, model of 1884, with an equal number of 
bayonets, bayonet scabbards, black leather belts, and McKeever cartridge- 
boxes, have been issued to each company Thirty-four nfles belonging to Cor- 
pany C, were destroyed by fire early last spnfig 7 
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DRILLS, CEREMONIES, INSPECTIONS AND GUARD DUTY. = 


The cémpanies excepting A and C, dnll at least once a week At Yuma 
drills were suspended in Company H during the extreme heat of the summer, 
and Company I, at Flagstaff, having but recently received its arms, drills were 
not commenced therein until September. With these exceptions this instruc- 
tion has been given since last spring. 

At Tucson, where Companies D and F are located, Major Martin has had bat- 
talion drills and parades, He has also inspected the same companies a few 
times, but generally speaking inspections have been sadly neglected, even by 
the captains. These matters are treated in greater detail in theianswer to the 
categorical questions which precede these general remarks * 

Guard duty has received-absolutely no attention. 


TARGET PRACTICE. 


With the exception of that held by Companies B, E and I, there has been no 
target practice, and even in these companies there were no definite regulations 
governing it, but it is intended to issue orders in a few days, based on acircular 
from the Headquarters of the Army, prescribing the seasons for and the rules 
to be observed in future practice. As thorough instruction as the allowance of 
ammunition will permit may be expected.

RÉCORDS. 


The records are generally well kept, but greater pains should be taken to 
make them comform to the requirements of the U. 5. Army Regulations 

The records of regimental headquarters, as well as those of the Second Bat- 
talion, and of Company F, were especially good. 


APPEARANCE AT INSPECTION, 


Adjutant-General’s Office.—Yhe duties of this office are conducted with zeal 
andability by CoL Edwin 5 Gill, adjutant-general, who 1s ambitious to place the 
National Guard of the Territory on a firm and satisfactory basis. "This officer is 
working in the right direction, and, with proper encouragement from the mem- 
bers of the guard and from the Territorial legislature, there 1s good reason to 
believe that in the near future Arizona will have a military organization in 
which its citizens will feel a pride. 

Orders should be issued from this office prescribing a course of instruction in 
guard duty, and it is recommended that each company be supplied with at 
least one copy of Kennon’s ‘Manual of Guard Duty.” 

Headquarters of the regiment.—As previously stated the records at these 
headquarters were found in excellent order, and a monthly return required from 
companies showing the number of drills, and the attendance thereat, is es- 
pecially worthy of mention. It is to be regretted that Colonel Brodie is pre- 
vented, by the companies being so widely scattered, from exercising a closer 
control and supervision over his regiment. He is a graduate of the United 
States Military Academy, and was an officer of the First Cavalry for about 7 
years. 

Battalion headquarters —The records at the headquarters of the three bat- 
talions show that the majors exercise a general control over the "companies of 
their respective commands, as fat as that can be done by correspondence 


à 
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Company A, located at Prescott: The members of this company have not 
qualified under the new military code, and, as they shoyed no disposition to 
turn out for inspection, Colonel Brodie ordered them to turn in their arms І 
recommend that the company be disbanded. 

Company B, Phoenix General condition, very good Proficiency in the 
schools of the soldier and company, very good. 

Company C, Flagstaff This company lost its rifles last spring by fire. Itdid 
not form for inspection, and in my opinion the interests of the guard will be 
advanced if 1t be disbanded 

Company D, Tucson General condition and proficiency in the schools of the 
soldier and company, very good = А 

Company E, Florence General condition, satisfactory Proficiency in the 
schools of the soldier and company, very fair. 

Company F, Tucson: General condition and proficiency 1n the schools of the 
soldier and company, fair 

Company G, Tombstone. General condition, very good Proficiency in the 
schools of the soldier and company, good 

Company Н, Yuma. General condition, fair Proficiency in the schools of 
the soldier and company, unsatisfactory 

Company I, Flagstaff, Organization recently completed, but being composed 
of a worthy set of young men it is believed the company will prosper 


SUGGESTIONS 


The monthly allowance of $30 to each company to defray expenses is not 
sufficient, and should be increased to 550 While the members ої the National 
Guard are not expected to reap a pecuniary reward because.of their association 
therewith, there is no reason why they should be subjected to a financial loss 
in the performance of a public duty that falls upon a portion only of the com- 
munity. When c«(led into active service, or while present in annual encamp- 
mtents for the purpose of advancing their efficiency, it is but mght and just that 
the guard should receive a reasonable compensation 

Laws regulating the transportation of troops by rail and boat should be en- 
acted 

It 15 recommended that the code be altered so as to provide for an mnspecting 
officer As the guard 15 small this duty might be assigned to the adjutant-gen- 
eral The necessity for at least one inspection a year will be understood by all 
muhtary men Funds should be provided, of course, to meet the legitimate ex- 
penses incident to the imspecting tour 


That an appropriation is justly required to cover the expenses of the adju- ^ 


tant-general’s office will be apparent to any one who gives the subject even a 
casual investigation. 

The provision made тп the code for attaching troops of cavalry and batteries 
of artillery to battalions or regiments of mfantry is wrong 11 pimeiple and 
should be changed + 

The discipline and appearance of the guard are very good, considering its 
recent organization More attention should be paid to setting-up drl, saluting 


and military courtesies generally : 
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It is recommended that the surgeon-general, CoL Scott Helm, institute а 
course of instruction ш the first aid to be given to tlie wounded, and 1n litter- 


bearer drill. 
In several of the companies the men have no particular rifle assigned them , 


this is wrong and should be corrected. , 
In conclusion it may be said the material in the guard i is generally excellent, 
and the organization will undoubtedly prosper if the "Territorial government 


gives it reasonable financial aid. 
‘To the governor and all other members of the National Guard of Arizona I 


desire to return thanks for a cordial welcome and much kindness, 


Respectfully submitted.

3. Hereafter company commanders will make quarterly reports on blanks 
furnished for that pnrpose, such reports to be made the first of June, Septem- 
ber, December and March, respectively.

As many of the existing companies of the Natiortal Guard of Arizona, are ask» 
ing for new uniforms the Commander-in-Chief desires to say thatin his opinion 
such requests at this time are not well grounded The first company to receive 
uniforms and equipments was Company A, of Prescott. in January, 1890, 
Others followed in order, some of them having been in use but a few months. 

The report of the Adjutant-General for the year ending January, 31, 1890, 
shows that Company A appeared for drill 43 times during the year and for 
parades twice, making a total of 45 times. Company B followed next with 30 
drills and 3 parades; Company C, 25 drills and two parades. 

In such limited use of uniforms they cannot but be in good condition if any 
care has been given them. Those of Company B, look bright and new and 
scarcely show wearatall. From January, 1891, till May 1, зсатсеїу a drill or par- 
ade was had by any company in the Territory. 

With the armiug and equiping of Company I, the muster of which has been 
authorized, and theire arming of Company С, occasioned by loss of the old 
arms by fire, the allotment of funds. set apart by the National Government for
